Our postal system has 
bcori for 


over a decade both the wonder and 
admiration of the world. Yet in the 
matter of rural free delivery this 
country is far behind many of the 
nations of the Old World—notably 
England. It is not commonly known 
that a penny stamp will insure the 
free delivery by a government car- 
rier of a letter in any part, however 
remote, of the British isles. Yet such 
is the case. 


For some years past our post office 


deportment has been experimenting 
with a rural free delivery service. 
At first these experiments met with 
little practical 
success, and 
with 


much discouragement. 
But within 


the past twelvemonth, results of so 
remarkably satisfying a nature ns to 
astonish even the best friends of 
well-wishers of a general rural free 
delivery system have been obtained. 


Rural free delivery has had few 


more ardent advocates than Postmas- 
ter General Smith. 
In his report 


to the president and the Fifty-sixth 
congress for this year he gives the 
matter of rural free delivery especial 
attention without specific recommen- 
dations. 


The postmaster general, however, 


has very strong views on the subject. 
It was out of consideration for the

It has been suggested that 


the government allow the earners to 
act in the capacity as well of local 
road inspectors. For this they would 
receive additional compensation from 
local sources for a duty which would 
not interfere with their daily routine. 


The method of rural delivery of 


mails by carriers is simple in the ex- 
treme. The carrier starts after the 
morning mail has been opened. The 
majority of his letters are addressed 
to the postoffice, and an additional 
marking designated 
"Rural Route 


No. —" aids him in assorting his 
mail from that which will be called 
for at tho postoflice or which be- 
longs to other carriers. 


Along this route and at convenient 


intervals are placed the improvised 
mail boxes of the patrons. In some 
Instances these-boxes are much more 
picturesque than suitable, but it is 
expected that the government will 
shortly adopt a standard type of box. 
From this wayside postoflice the car- 
rier collects any letters that have 
been deposited and in it places the 
mail for the owner. Then blowing 
his whistle or horn to attract the at- 
tention of the patron, 
he 
drives 


briskly on. As a rule the rural de- 
livery route is laid out so that the 
carrier finds himself within a few 
miles of homo when his last letters 
iave been delivered in the later aft- 
ernoon or oavly evening. As yet but 
me delivery a day is attempted by 
the now system. 


A rural free delivery experiment 


upon an entirely new basis was in- 
lugurated in April of the present 
venr in Carroll county, Md. 
A spe- 


cially built postal wagon drawn by 
two strong horses starts each morn- 
ng from Westminster, the county 
seat, and travels in the course of the 
lay over a carefully laid out route 
if thirty miles. Mail is delivered to 
ill the families along the route and 
Is collected from sixty letter boxes 
it intervals of half a mile. The cost 
if'this service to the government is 
-bout $l,37fi per year, including pay 
of postal clerk and driver and care 
of horses and wagon.
